then leaping in Mary Toft, ſent me 
Notice of it by Letter abont eleven 
of the Clock the fame Night, defir- 
ing withal that J would keep at home, 
and he would call upon me ſome time 
that Night, in order to carry me with 

him to Guilford. 
I fat up till two in the Morning 
waiting for him, and then ſent my 
Servant to his Houſe, deſiring to be 
excuſed, for I was then going to Bed; 
my Servant return'd before I was got 
into Bed, and told me Mr. Hr. Andre 
would be with me preſently, and de- 
fired I would not go to Bed. 
Accordingly, between three and 
four in the Morning, He and Mr. 
Limborch, a German Surgeon and 
Man-Midwife, came to my Houſe; 
and Mr. H. Andre told me he had 
been at Kenſington ſince he wrote to 
| me, 


Com 


me, and deſired me to go immediate- 


ly with him to Guilford; adding, that 


it was his Majeſty's Pleaſure that I 
ſhould go and ſee this Godalming Wo- 
man ſo much talk'd of, and after a 
ſtrict Examination to make my Report 
concerning her. 

Immediately we ſet out together for 
Guilford about four in the Morning, 
and arrived there a little after twelve 


at Noon: We ſtopp'd at Mr. Hows 


ard's Houſe, who being out of Town 
we went directly over the way to the 
Houſe where Mary Toft (the Woman 
ſaid to be delivered of ſeventeen 
Rabbets) then lodged. 

I found her in Bed, and after aſk- 
ing her ſeveral Queſtions in the pre- 
ſence of Mr. HF. Andre, Mr. Limborch, 
and ſeveral Women and Midwives, I 
proceeded to examine her Breaſts, 

wherein 
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wherein was a ſmall Quantity of thin 
Serous Matter like Mill; I then felt 


her Belly all over very carefully, . 
which was ſoft, and not much larger 


than ordinary, and by no means 
like a Woman with Child; the Right 
ſide of her Belly, indecd, was ſome- 
what bigger than the Left, with a 


Hardneſs a- croſs it, which when 1 


preſs' d, ſhe ſaid it gave her Pain. 

I afterwards diligently ſearch'd the 
whole Vagina, and being well aſſured 
at that time all was clear from Impo- | 
ſture, I touch'd the Os Neri, which 
was cloſe and contracted i in ſuch man- 
ner that it would not receive fo much 
as the point of a Badkin into it's Ori- 
fice; the Neck of the Urerus was ſome- 
what long; I then preſsd againſt the 


Uterus with my Fingers opened i in ſuch 


a manner as to receive as much of 


the Body of the Urerus into my Hand

fs poſhble, which ſeem'd to me to 
contain e of Subſtance in its 
Cavity. | 

While I was thus examining I ap- 
plied my other Hand at different times 
to the ſeveral Parts of her Belly, where- 
by it ſeem'd to me that there was Sub- 
ſtance, not only in the Cavity of the 
Uterus, but alſo along the right ſide 
of the Belly, which I then judg'd to be 
the Falloppian Tube; but feeling no 
Motion all this while, I enquir'd of the 
Women then preſent how long it was 
ſince the Rabbet leapt (as they term'd 
it) and whether they were of Opinion 
it was now dead; to which they an- 
ſwer'd, the laſt time it leapt was about 
one in the Morning. 

[ left her for that time, and did not 
viſit her again till about five in the 
Afternoon, jointly with Mr. John

Howard her Surgeon, when ] again 
examin'd her in like manner as before, | 
and aſking Mr. John Howard, whes 
ther he then thought the Rabbet was 
dead? He anſwer'd, he could not ex- 
actly tell, but had lately obſerv'd, if | 
hot Clothes were apply'd, the Rabbet | 
(ifalive) would leap again; upon which 
I immediately ordered Clothes to be 
made very hot, and apply'd them my 
ſelf to all her Belly, being very deſirous 
to feel that leaping Motion they ſo 
much talk'd of. Upon applying of 
the firſt Cloth the Motion began, which 
they called the leaping up of the Rab- 
bet; it was indeed a Motion like a ſud- 
den leaping of ſomething within the 
right fide of her Belly, where I had 
before felt that particular Hardneſs. | 

The Motions: were various; ſome- 
times with yery ſtrong Throws croſs 


the

the Belly, eſpecially on the right de; 
at other times with ſadden Jerks and 
Riſings, and tremulous Motions and 
Pantings, like the ſtrong Pulſati. as of 
the Heart; and as I fat on the Bed in 
Company with five or {1x Women, it 
would ſometimes! ſhake us all very 
ſtrongly : The whole appeared to me 
very different from any convulſive 
or hyſterick Motion I had ever met 
with before. | 

We then left the Sonam, ind Mr: 
Howard parted from us, Mr. H. Andre, 
Mr. Limborch, and myſelf went to the 
WWhate-hart-Inn; but within leſs than 
an hour Mr. John Howard brought us, 
wrapt in a Paper, a piece of Membrane, 
which he ſaid he had juſt taken from 
the Woman, and ſhew'd it ns. I told 
him he ought to have ſent for me, that 


might have taken it away myfelf,

being come down for that Purpoſe: 
To which he reply'd, *twas true, but he 
believ'd there was more to come, which 
I ſhould take away before I return'd to 
London, or to that effect. Upon exa- | 
mining the Membrane which he 
brought, it appear'd to me like a piece 
of Bladder, but he inſiſted it was a 
part of the Chorion, and that he had 
more of it at home: Upon which I | 
walked with him to his Houſe to ſee 
the Rabbets and Membranes which he 
ſaid he had taken from the Woman 


and preſerved in Spirits of Wine. 


Mr. John Howard alkd me to go 
with him and ſee one of his Patients 
who was very ill; adding, he believ'd 
it would be ſome time before any more 
Membranes would come; and having 
left Orders to be ſent for ſo ſoon as

with went thither, and from thence to 
Mr. Caſtles at the Priry, where we 
met Mr. Thomas Howard, his Brother,

About eight in the Evrevitig a Meſ- 
ſenger came to us from the Woman 
and told us ſhe was in Pain: We went 
immediately, and I found her fitting in 
a great Chair by the Fire- ſide; I aſk'd 
her if ſhe was then in Pain, ſhe anfverd, 
no, but"that ſhe had ſo ſharp Pains 
juſt before I came in: I then touch'd 
her, and in the Fagina perceiv'd with 
my Forefinger and Thumb ſomewhat 
like a piece of Skin; but being willing 
to know whether it came out of the 
Uterns, 1 paſſed my Finger on one fide 
the ſaid piece of Skin in the Yagma to 
find if there was any part of chat Skin 
or Membrane yet remaining within the 
Uterus,

Uterus; but perceiving the Os Ver. 
cloſe, as before, and in the ſame Form 
as I left it laſt, I preſently took out what 
lay in the ¶ agina, and upon examining. 
it, confeſs I was much ſurpriz'd, it ap- 
pearing to me ſo like a piece of Hog's 
Bladder, that I was not-able to. form 
any other Judgment of it, as I then 
told Mr. Howard, Mr. Sr. Andre, Mr 
Limborch, and all that were there pre- 
ſent, aſſuring them that it was my O- 
pinion that Membrane never came out 
of the Uterus.

I aſd her 
the Reaſon of her crying, to which ſhe 
gave me no Anſwer, but the Women 
about her ſaid, it was becauſe ſhe, ſup- 
poſed I thought her a Cheat.

I aſked for a Hog's Bladder, and 
they preſently brought one freſh blown 
up, which it ſeems they had in the 
Houſe : This added to my Jealouſy. 
ThenIcomparedthe Membrane which 
I took from the Woman with the Hog's 
| Bladder, and could perceive no Dif- 
ference but in the Thickneſs, in which 
the Bladder fomething exceeded the 
Membrane; they had both the ſame 
ſtrong urinous Smell peculiar to a Hog's 
Bladder. I till inſiſted J ſhould not 

be ſatisfied as to that Affair, unleſs I 
received out of the Nierus itſelf a piece 
of Membrane of the ſame kind with 
that I had already taken from the La-

FR bid me have a little Patience and 
I ſhould ſoon be fully ſatisfied. I

The ſame Evening Mary Toft had 
ſeveral Pains like Labour-pains while | 
I fat before her, which I believe was | 
full three Hours, and I was all that 


time in expectation of receiving 
ſomething from her Nerus; the Pains 


were ſometimes very preſſing, and the 


Os Neri ſeem'd to prepare for open- 
ing, but they went off again ſuddenly.

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When we return'd from the Woman 
to the Nhe Hart, I told them again, 
that the more I conſidered the thing, 
the more ſtrongly I was convinced, 
that the Membrane I took from the 
Woman had never been in the Nrerus, 
but was really a piece of Hog's Blad- 
der artfully conveyed into the Fa- 
gina. | 

Upon this, very warm Diſputes a- 
role amongſt us, and Mr. Sr. Andre 
urged it was not more ſurpriſing, 


than that Rabbets ſhould come from 
her Uterus; adding, that he was con- 


vinced of that Truth by examining 
the Rabbet he had taken from her U- 
zerus; which at the ſame time had 
the exact external Appearance of A- 
nimals, like ſuch Creatures as muſt 
inevitably undergo the Changes that 


happen to adult Animals by Food and

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Air; and that they carried within 


them the ſtrongeſt Marks of Fœtuss, 
even by ſuch Parts as cannot exiſt in 


an Adult, and without which a Tætus 


cannot poſſibly be ſuppos'd to live, or 
to that effect. This he thought prov'd, 
in the ſtrongeſt Terms poſſible, that 
theſe Animals were of a particular 
kind, and not bred in a natural way, 


ſaying, Why therefore might not this 
Membrane which looks like a Hog's 
Bladder, come alſo out of the Uzerns? | 


from whence he verily believed that it 
did, and that it might be part of the 


8 to which Mr. Howard and 
Mr. 1 aſſented. 


After this Diſpute, and at their joint 
Deſire, I determin'd to make no pub- 


lick Mention of this Affair till I had 


ſeen the Event of the whole Tranſ- 


action, or had freſh Reaſon to ſuſpect

and ſometimes very ſtrongly. 
Wedneſday the zoth, the Motion 
was more faint, and ſhe paſs'd the 
Night tolerably well. Some time that 
Day I told Dr. Dongla/s what I had 
obſervd at Guilford; and took out of

while, ſhe was ſeiz'd with Pains like 
thoſe of Labour: I then prepared, as 
before at Guilford, to deliver her; and 
having diligently ſearch'd the Vagina, 
found it clear, and received a Pain or 
two, which were ſtrong and exactly 
like? Labour-Pains: Upon this I deſired 


Dr. Douglaſs, who was then preſent, 
 thath 
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that he would pleaſe likewiſe to exa- 
mine her, and openly declare his Opi- 
nion, which he did, and in the hearingof 


ſeveral Perſons of Diſtinction, profeſs'd 
that he found the Vagina clear, and 
was of Opinion the Pains were of the 
ſame Nature with Labour-Pains. I 
then took my Place again, and re- 
ceived more Pains of the like Nature, 
and perceiv'd the Os Uter to ſpread a 
little and grow ſofter, her Face alſo 


fluſh'd and her Pulſe was rais'd, as it 


always was whenever ſhe had thoſe 
Pains upon her. 

After ſome time the Motion on the 
right ſide of her Belly, which they 
call'd the leaping up of the Rabbet, 
begun again, and thoſe Pains like La- 
bour-Pains went ſuddenly off; her Pulſe 


ſoon became calm as before, and the 


fluſhing of her Face diſappeared; ſhe

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paſs'd the remainder of the Day in- 


differently well, having for the moſt 


part the Motion on the right ſide of her 
Belly, which I never obſerv'd had any 
Influence on her Pulſe; her Diet was 
Beef, Rabbet, Red-Herring, and ſuch 
like: That Night ſhe flept very

Friday the 2d Inſtant, ſhe had the 
Motion the greateſt part of the Day, 
towards Evening it increaſed extream- 
ly, inſomuch that ſhe fell into violent 


Convulſions, which I never before ob- 


ſerv'd in her, with frequent Contrac- 
tions of her Fingers, rolling of her 
Eyes, and great Riſings in her Sto- 
mach and Belly: During the Fit the 
would often make a whining Noile, 
and at Intervals be more than ordinary 
faint. She continued in her Fit near 
two Hours, for ſome Minutes I could

ſcarcely perceive ſhe had any Pulſe; 
when ſhe came out of her Fit, ſhe 
perceived herſelf very weak for ſome 
time, and when I aſk'd if ſhe remem- 
bred ſhe had been in a Fit, ſhe an- 
ſwer'd, No; ſhe reſted well that 
Night. 

On Saturday the 3d in the mois 
ing ſhe was briſk, and all that Day 


had the Motion by Intervals; towards 
Evening ſhe had another Conia 


Fit, though not ſo violent as the for- 
mer; this Night ſhe was very reſtleſs, 
and ſometimes convulſed, had a Dif- 
ficulty in making Water, and the 
Motion in her Belly was very little. 
On Sunday the 4th Inſtant, about 
Eleven of => Clock in the Morning, 
Dr. Dowgla/s and my ſelf did carefully 
examine her Belly, when we percei- 


ved a Swelling + a little above the Os 
Pubis 
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Pubrs, ſuch as we had never felt there 
before, it was long, and, as we appre- 
hended in the Cavity of the Urerns, 


which we obſerv'd had little or no 


Motion, this we could not account 


for; we each of us examined the | 


Vagina, and found it clear as before, 
the Os Uter; ſoft and ſpread, as on 
Thurſday laſt, but ſomething more re-

About Three in the Afternoon, the 


Pains, like Labour Pains, came on a- 


gain: I touch'd her as before, and 
Dr. Douglaſs, Dr. Mowbray, Mr. 
Limborch the German Surgeon and 
Man Midwife, who were then pre- 
ſent, did the ſame; and we agreed, 
that the Nature of the Pains were ſuch, 
and ſo violent, as we apprehended 
ſomething would ſoon iſſue from the 
Urerns; and this we declared in the

tion, who were then preſent: And I 
well remember, the Room being very

Accordingly, ſeve- 
ral Perſons did examine her, and de- 
clared to the ſame Purpoſe: After ha- 
ving received ſeveral Pains, they, to- 
gether with the other Symptoms of

In the Evening, Thomas Howard, 
Porter to Mr. Lacys Bagnio, made 
an Information againſt Mary Toſt, 
before Sir Thomas Clarges, Bart. one

The ſame Evening 1 examined her 


again, and her Nierus appear'd to me
